How Cotton Is Treated 


to Prevent Shrinkage 


Mercerizallon Is the process of treat- 


ing cotton under, tension In a caujtlc- 
aoda 
solution, 
thus preventing Its 


shrinkage and so giving It gloss. The 
yarn, after being washed and dried, 
Is pot Into tlie caustic soda for about 
fifteen minutes. Then It Is stretched 
back to Its original size, and possibly 
again put through the caustic-soda so- 
lution under tension. 
While still be- 


ing stretched it is washed In water 
containing « chemical; in'most cases 
mlphuric acid. This chemical Coun- 
teracts any harmful effect which the 
caustic soda might have on the doth 
and keeps It from stretching, says the 
Detroit News. 


Usually the matorial is bleached af- 


ter the mercerising, though the order 
of the processes may be reversed. 
Finally it is dyed, singed and calen- 
dered. Tbe yarns may be gasssd be- 
fore lh»y are mercerlied. so that ends 
of the fibers are burned off. Calen- 
dering, on Ihe other hand, is merely 
ptMlng tlie material under rollers, en- 
Srored W]th fln« lines, -which so press 
the threads of the clclh that It re- 
flects the light and has hlja luster.

28 by the Secretary of Airlcnlture.

«ned In 1922 a circular containing 
gradei for grain sorghums which were 
recommended for use by the grain 
trade .and inspection departments, but 
were not made ortMal under the grain 
standards act.

worked out satisfactorily.
